o i d . aged twenty-seven, of Johnson 
township, this county, and Em m ett 
Helensburg, aged twenty-four, of Polk 
township, Monroe county, engaged in 
a pistol battle in front of the Axom 
Branch church. 
When the smoke of 
battle cleared away Axom was found 
lying face downward with a bullet in 
his breast. 
An examination revealed 
that a bullet had entered the left lung 
of Axom and that he could not re­ 
cover. 
The Rev. Joseph Skinner was deliv­ 
ering a sermon in the church, and, as 
Is the custom, several young men were 
loitering on the outside. 
The men 
were engaged in Jumping, when Hel- 
ensburg and Axom got into a dispute 
over the distance one of them had 
leaped. After exchanging a few words 
each drew his revolver and began fir­ 
ing. Helensburg, being the first to get 
his revolver from his pocket, fired the 
first shot. 
He fired six times at Ax­ 
om, one of the bullets inflicting the 
fatal wound. 
After Axom had fired one shot the 
cylinder of his revolver refused to 
work.

Howard was burned because 
yesterday afternoon he shot and mor­ 
tally wounded W. I). Booth, one of the 
wealthiest men iu t Ii ii-- section, 
The negro had some business trans 
action with Booth and they were dis­ 
cussing the matter. 
There was some 
disagreement and the negro drew a 
pistol and shot Booth twice. 
The ne­ 
gro fled, but the news spread and soon 
Howard was being pursued by parties 
In automobiles. 
After a chase of three 
hours the negro was captured and at 
once the cry of “lynch him” was 
raised. 
There 
were 
probably 
JOO 
white men in the posse and they voted 
unanimously to burn the negro. 
Howard was taken to the scene of 
the crime, hound to a stake and fagots 
piled about him. All this time the ne­ 
gro was praying to the Lord to save 
him and singing snatches of religious 
hymns. 
Even when the fagots were 
fired the negro continued to sing aud 
pray, but when the flames began to 
scorch him he became enraged and 
called down curses on the men who 
were torturing him. 
The negro’s ag 
ony became so frightful that the more 
merciful members of tho mob ended 
his misery by a volley of bullets. The 
fire was kept going until the negro s 
body was consumed. 
The feeling against tin* negro was 
not alone din* to the fact that he shot 
Booth. 
The negro was an eloquent 
orator and had great influence with his 
race, and it is said he continually 
used this power to stir up trouble be 
tween the races. 
It is charged that 
nearly all of his sermons were tirades 
against the white people.

His body, a bullet in the tem­ 
ple. was found under a bed in the M in­ 
nich home when policemen entered, 
after his fire ceased abruptly. 
He had 
used his last cartridge to end a day 
of carnage in Franklin township, nine 
miles east of this city. 
W eaver, released on parole from the 
Dayton workhouse on condition that 
he stay outside of Ohio, returned from 
Illinois 
last week and on Saturday 
threatened the lives of the fam ily of 
Jam es 
Hapner. a neighbor. 
S h e r i f f 
Haber and his deputy arrived yester­ 
day to arrest W eaver. 
He asked per­ 
mission to chang** his clothes and then, 
from his upstairs room, defied the 
sheriff. 
Mrs. W eaver, while pleading with 
the sheriff, was killed 
by a bullet 
through the heart, fired at the sheriff. 
W h ile the sheriff 
was organizing a 
posse, Farra was felled by a bullet 
from Weave r’s revolver and th*? lat­ 
ter, stopping to kill Farra with another 
bullet, fled in the sheriff’s buggy. 
A commandeered automobile led the 
pursuit to th*’ Minnich home, where 
W eaver, crying, “ Give me shelter,” 
fired a bullet, breaking Mrs. Minnieh’s 
arm and entering her chest and an­ 
other penetrating .Minnieh’s intestines.
